The Big Brother movement seems to be 
growing’ in popularity in Australia and 
New Zealand, and the ultimate effect 
will be entirely beneficial to this country. 
Thé basis of the movement is the 
emigration of lads from ‘England who 
ate” trainéd on the land on artival 
abroad. .,Lads between 15 and-19 who are 
suitable for o land life are the Little 
Brothers, and at the other end are the 
Big Brothers—that i is to ‘say, responsible 
people in the Dominions who undertake 
to act as’ hrothers to the young people. 
The movement wos started only last year, 
and already-about’ 450 Little Brothers 
have Leen settled, chiefly i in Victoria and 
Now South Wales, and reckoning in: ithe. 
lads who go out ‘through the Dread- 


tnought . Fund; and who are similarly 


looked «after -by, Big “Brothers, nearly 
1,000 Little Brothers have gone already. 
"In see that the Secretary.at Australia 
House in Londom has ‘been saying ‘that 
the members. of ‘the Legacy Club. in 
Melbourne, which waa formed 'to look 
after the dependents of ex-A.I.F. men 
who lost their lives in the war, are cager 
to enlist themselves as Big Brothers to 
lads from the Mother Country, ‘the sons 


of sailors, soldiers or airmen who were 
killed in the war. It is a very human 
and sensible system, and is working 
well. It means that the lads. going out 
fron: home to strange surroundings are 
not left friendless, for the Big-Brother 
keens'in touch with his Little Brother, 
and looks: after him—in short, acts as an’ 
affectionate and elder brother would do.
